To expand its service to local 
subscribers, Associated Telephone 
company is preparing to expend 
$360,000 in Ontario and Upland 
during 1948, Richard Sorg, man- 
ager of the company’s Ontario 
office, announced today.

$46,955 salary increase recom- 
mended is necessary in order to 
put Chaffey on the same basis as 
those of other high schools in the 
state. The salary boosts suggest- 
ed are in keeping with the gen- 
eral average in California, he add- 
ed. 

OPENS TALK 

Frederic W. Dundas, president, 
opened the discussion on the sal- 
aries by stating that the commit- 
tee agreed on three principles be- 
fore formulating the plan. He 
listed them as: (1) teacher's sal- 
aries should effeet equal pay for 
equal work; (2) it should be as 
simple as possible so everybody 
would understand it, and (3) it 
should be flexible enough so it 
could be changed when necessary. 
He pointed out that many meet- 
ings had been held, information 
gathered from other schools be- 
fore the recommendations were 
made. 

The salary schedule as recom- 
mended by the teacher committee 
seeks to base pay on professional 
training as well as actual teaching 
experience. Although declaring 
itself against the general prin- 
ciple of bonuses, the committee 
asked bonus payments to those 
teachers who must do other work 
in addition to their regular teach- 
ing load and to departments. The 
amounts vary from $50 to $200. 

FIVE CLASSES 

If the plan is approved, high 
school teachers will be placed into 
five classes: (1) no academic de- 
gree and insufficient work experi- 
ence to be equivalent to a degree; 
(2) bachelor’s degree or eight 
years’ experience in the field: (3) 
master’s degree or bachelor’s de- 


!gree plus 42 semester units or 


bachelor’s degree plus three years’ 
experience in the field or no de- 
gree and 11 years experience; (4) 
master’s degree plus 30 semester

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Administration Asks Draft, UMT, 
But Completely Ignores Need for Air Force 


The administration has recommended the immediate es- 
tablishment of not only selective service but universal mili- 
tary training as well. President Truman in his special mes- 
Sage to congress recently said that the critical foreign situa- 
tion demanded the enactment of both. 

However, from every indication in Washington it seems 
doubtful that both the draft and UMT will be passed simul- 
taneously. Dispatches indicate that most congressmen are 
agreed that only one or the other should be used at this 
time. And which it wil) be still remains a moot question. 
One day you hear that the UMT is favored and a little later 


it seems to be the draft that has the “inside track.” ® 


The military, quite naturally, is strongly in favor of both 
and even recommended that all men from 18 to 45 be reg- 
istered for possible call to service. While this may sound 
logical enough on the surface, it could have very serious 
repercussions both here and abroad. In almost any lan- 
guage registration of men as high as 45 could mean one 
thing :the inevitability of war in the very near future. If put 
into the statutes by congress, this would be interpreted both 
here and abroad as the final step before the entire world 
plunges itself again into another conflagration. Neither the 
administration nor the army has presented either to congress 
or the American people enough evidence to justify such an 
assumption. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey must have had this same thought 
in mind when he charged that the nation’s foreign policies 
are dominated by military men “who by instinct and train- 
ing think only in terms of war.” The desire to register men 
all the way up to 45 is evidence of that kind of thinking. 

It seems unbelievable that through all this urgent call 
for both the draft and UMT so little has been said about 
the need for increasing the size and striking power of our 
air forces. The last war, over less than three years ago, 
should have taught our military one valuable lesson—that 

“without an adequate air force you CAN NOT WIN a war. 
Which brings up the proverbial question of “which comes 
first, the egg or the chicken?” In every major operation of 
World War Il, it was the air force which spearheaded the 
attack and in the case of the invasion of the continent it 
took more than-a year of softening through the air before 
the large-scale attack was launched. If war is imminent or 
the danger is real, the only sensible thing, it seems, would 
be to strengthen our air force first for whatever mass army 
we mobilize isn’t going very far in modern warfare unless 
we control not only the seas but the air as well. 

It seems strange, indeed, that some of the very people 
who only a few months ago told us that we had already 
reached a stage where any war would be decided in the 
air should now be asking for registration of men from 18 
to 45 without even once mentioning the air force. 

America can not afford to remain impotent in a world 
which seems to put so much emphasis on force and force 
alone. But at the same time, it would be a thousand times 
worse to bask in the “false security” of large land armies 
while enemy nations produce the planes that could well 
decide the outcome of the war. 

We are living through crucial times for the end of the 
war has by no means brought that “bright new world” we 
had keen waiting for and it is questionable that another war 
will. But the proper management of our foreign affairs 
could do a lot to alleviate the present tenseness that per- | 
vades everywhere in the world. Walter Lippmann recently 
made this same’observation, declaring in part: 

“This country.and the world are in great peril, for we 
are doing the very thing which all experience warns us we 
should not do; instead of talking softly and carrying a big | 
stick we are talking loudly while we hesitate and pro- 
crastinate about getting a big stick. For though military 
preparedness is undoubtedly our best insurance against war,
